While sitting on the C. H. & D. 
railroad, 
near the I. & C. 
power 
house last night about nine o’clock, 
Will McManus, a farmer Living near 
Gings, was struck by a slow-going 
east-bound freight train and mir­ 
aculously escaped a horrible death. 
Had the train been going the usual 
rate, he, no doubt, would have been 
killed instantly or fatally 
injured, 
but the engineer had slowed down 
fire train to take water at the water­ 
ing station, which was not far dis­ 
tant from the place where lie was 
struck. 
McManus was not himself and, as 
he sat there on the railroad track, he 
did not hear the approach 
of the 
train. 
It slipped up on him, strik­ 
ing him just above the right hip and 
in the small of the back, just over 
the kidneys. He is badly bruised on 
the hip and the physicians are un­ 
able to determine whether he has any 
broken ribs as his flesh is so sore 
that they could not 
examine him 
thoroughly. 
lie also suffered a bad 
flesh wound on the left temple, where 
liis head struck the ground, when he 
was thrown by the train. 
McManus had been in Indianapo­ 
lis all day and returning home in the 
-evening he went to the C. H. & D. 
station to inquire if the train had 
gone to Gings. 
When he was in­ 
formed that it had gone he started 
east, out the railroad, and evidently 
had become fatigued when he reach­ 
ed the power house and had sat down 
on the track. 
When the train struck him, the en­ 
gineer heard his cry and immediate­ 
ly went back to the spot and there 
found him prostrate on the ground. 
They loaded him on a flat car and 
brough him back 
to the 
station 
where a physician was 
summoned 
and examined him. 
Dr. C. H. P ar­ 
dons and Dr. D. I). VanOsdol waited 
on the injured man.

He came ov er the Lake

home in a cab. 
There was a large 
crowd on the cou rt hou se lawn ex pect­ 
ing to get sight of him. 
Senator Gif­ 
ford telephoned to his sou , his partner 
in bu siness, the amou nt of the bond 
requ ired, and the su m seemed su rpris­ 
ingly low to the people of Tipton, con­ 
sidering the alleged total of embezzle­ 
ment and forgeries. 
Word was sent to friends of M arker 
to assem ble at the law office, and 
many were in attendance. Besides the 
bondsmen who were accepted, and 
who are worth twenty tim es the su m 
demanded, fifty others signed a state­ 
ment that they wou ld be willing to 
become su rety , if necessary , and with 
this array of confidence Noah B. Mar­ 
ker rests. 
The bank natter and the 
strange retu rn of M arker continu e to 
be the engrossing topics of conv ersa­ 
tion. 
Many insist that he Lad nev er 
been away from home any distance; 
that he boarded the car where he left 
It and that the story cf his trip to 
Missou ri was fiction. 
They want the 
people here to get some sort of state­ 
m ent from the Missou ri towrn where 
he is said to hav e been that he has 
really v isited the place. 
Inqu iry was made a t the bank by a 
nu mber of farm ers as to the tim e 
when the institu tion wou ld resu me 
bu siness, and sev eral depositors stat­ 
ed that they wou ld like to hav e their 
money .

2.—The recent se­ 
ries of earthqu akes in the v alley of 
Mex ico and along the Pacific coast 
were the worst ex perienced in many 
y ears. 
It is now certain that the 
towns of Acapu lco and Chilpancingo 
hav e been practically destroy ed. W hat 
the earthqu ake of Friday failed to do 
was accomplished by the stronger one 
of Satu rday , which either lev elled or 
rendered u ninhabitable ev ery bu ilding 
in the two places. 
In addition to the 
ru in cau sed by the earthqu ake, Aca­ 
pu lco now faces a famine. All of the 
m arkets were destroy ed in the shocks 
of Satu rday , and the cou ntry people 
are afraid to bring more produ ce into 
the town. The people are camping in 
the pu blic squ ares. The few bu ildings 
that remain standing are being lev eled 
by dy namite, as they are little more 
than tottering walls that are constant­ 
ly falling as new shocks come. 
Du ring the heav y shock Satu rday 
the water in the harbor receded a dis­ 
tance of thirty -three feet and then 
ru shed back, cov ering the docks and 
piers, 
cau sing considerable damage. 
The people are su ffering not only from 
lack of feed, bu t also from ex posu re. 
The tents in the pu blic squ ares and 
streets do not serv e tc keep off the 
heav y rains which f^ll at this season 
of the y ear.

Afte r Shooting Lewis Sipes 


Galls For More loe Cream. 


Bloomington, Ind., Au g. 2.—At Mt. 
Ebal chu rch, sou th of this city , late 
Satu rday night, Lewis Sipes, a y ou th 
twenty y ears old shot and perhaps 
m ortally 
wou nded 
Clellan 
Nikirk, 
thirty -six y ears old, a farm er and saw 
mill owner of 
Polk township, this 
cou nty . 
Nikirk is in the Bloomington hospi­ 
tal and his recov ery is believ ed im­ 
probable. 
Sipes is in jail, showing 
little remorse. 
The shooting followed a qu arrel, and 
Sipes fired two shots from a .32-caliber 
rev olv er. 
After the shooting Sipes in 
a swaggering m anner called for an­ 
other dish of ice cream and ate this in 
an u noncerned m anner. 
He was not 
molested, and went to his home to 
sleep, being awakened at day break by 
Sheriff Ratliff. Sipes adm itted that he 
had assisted some other boy s in drink­ 
ing a qu art of whisky , and declared 
that he was inflamed by the liqu or 
when he did the shooting. 
The shooting affray occu rred at II 
o’clock at the cou ntry chu rch, w here 
an ice cream social was being held. 
Sipes went to the social with a rev ol­ 
v er in his pocket and had distu rbed 
the gathering u pon two occasions by 
firing in the air, for which he was rep­ 
rimanded by Nikirk. 
Sipes qu ieted 
down for a time, bu t as Nikirk, with 
his v .ife and three children, was abou t 
to climb into his v ehicle to go home, 
Sipes walked arou nd to where he was 
and again flou rished his gu n in the air. 
Nikirk asked him to desist, bu t this 
only angered the y ou th, who rem arked 
that it was his gu n and he wou ld do 
as he liked with it. Nikirk then start­ 
ed at Sipes to wrest the weapon from 
him when the latter shot Nikirk in the 
right jaw, breaking the jawbone. 
He 
fired again, the second bu llet piercing 
N ikirk’s lu ngs, cau sing a hemorrhage. 
Nikirk fell in the chu rch y ard with the 
blood stream ing from him and with 
his wife and children scream ing hy s­ 
terically . 
Sipes did not show any rem orse 
w hatev er for his deed, bu t after felling 
his man called for more ice cream. 
Sipes then walked to his home, three 
miles away , and slept sou ndly u ntil 
awakened by Sheriff Ratliff.

Sug g estio ns fo r the 
C o unty Fa ir E x hibits 


In .speaking of preparing for fair 
ex hibits, I. H. Butterfield, secretary 
of the Michig an State fair say s: “I 
believ e that fanners do 
not 
fully 
realize that ag ricultural fairs are es- 
tablised and conducted mainly for 
the benefit of the farmers, that is, for 
the promotion and improv ement of 
ag riculture. 
Practically all the Fairs, State, 
District or County are either under 
State patronag e or are mutual org a­ 
nizations, chiefly 
the 
latter. 
The 
salaried officers 
are few 
and 
the 
members of the boards of manag e­ 
ment g iv e much time and energ y to 
the work of the fairs without pay . 
All the proceeds from these fairs be 
y ond the cost of conducting are put 
into improv ements or paid out in 
prizes. They are scarcely without 
ex ception economically and honestly 
conducted. Therefore I say that the 
m anag ers of these fairs show much 
public spirit and patriotism in the 
work they are doing , and the farm­ 
er and artisan should 
meet them more 
than half way . 
I am asked by The Fanner’s 
Guide to sug g est what the farmers 
mig ht 
do toward making the fair 
a success. In the first place g et into 
the spirit of feeling that it is the far­ 
mers’ fair, y our fair, and put aside 
the feeling that the officers are hold­ 
ing a fair to promote their own in­ 
terests or for their own amusement 
or recreation. 


The object of a fair is to ex hibit 
the skill of the people in the produc­ 
tion of better products and improv ed 
methods. Better stocks, better crops, 
better implements, better products of 
all kinds is the aim. Too much com­ 
mercialism often enters into the mat­ 
ter of showing at fairs, particularly 
in liv e stock, and ex hibitors some­ 
times “count” the dollars they hav e 
won rather than “recount” the tr 
uraph of skill and energ y , in winning 
prizes. 
Dollars help pay ex pen-es 
and the hig her prizes alway s bring 
the most dollars but they should not 
be the main incentiv e for the ex hibi­ 
tor. 
There is scarcely a farmer but has 
or thinks lie has, some specia, skill 
in breeding some class of liv e stock 
or in g rowing some product of the 
farm. 
If he believ es that the fair 
promotes public improv ement it is 
his duty as well as his hig her priv i­ 
leg e to prepare something to ex hibit, 
and to do this in a business like way . 
By this I mean that he should under­ 
take to produce and g row something 
in liv e stock or in g rains, v eg etables 
or fruits with reference to showing it 
as the result of his skill and not 
merely select something tha: lie may 
find he has g rown that is superior 
q uality and winning a prize. In doing 
the former with a deliberate purpose 
of producing something of superior 
merit a person will deriv e more per­ 
sonal benefit from the thoug ht he 


g iv es and the training secured, than 
in winning the prize. If he is not a 
winner, he has been well paid for his 
trouble. 
The success of a fair d-pends on 
the amount, v ariety and q uality of 
the ex hibits. 
No amount of attrac­ 
tions, v audev ille enrertamroenti or 
any thing of tha: sort which nav e be­ 
come a part of most fairs will make a 
fair if the reai features are eUmina- 
ted, hence ev ery farmer should con­ 
tribute something to the ex hibit, if it 
be but a sing le ultima i that has merit, 
a bushel of i v « l table and prolific 
wheal, a situne head of cabbag e per­ 
fect of its k> u makes a real e.\hii.it 
that represents more than the thing 
itself. 
It .*epre*Mts the character 
of the farm and the work of the far­ 
mer. One who starts with the deter­ 
mination in produce a winning ex ­ 
hibit will in,i .sitiy it not p.irpo-ely 
do b 
* 'arming in all lines. 
Another sug g estion: Let the “boy 
on the farm” hav e an opportunity to 
g row’ something to show at the fair 
and let him retain the prizes won. Of 
late the y oung people on the farm 
hav e in some localities eng ag ed in 
corn g rowing contests with v aluable 
results, and fair manag ers should of­ 
fer prizes to y oung people. 
It is better for the fair and for 
Lie 
farmer that one hundred ex hibitors 
shall contribute 
to 
the 
ex hibition 
ev en the same q uantity of ex hibits 
than that ten ex hibitors shad do this. 
Many a stock g rower who has 
shown his stock at thq fair and left 
without winning a prize, has y et been 
g reatly benefited by showing for the 
opportunity he has had of comparing 
his stock with that of others and 
ev en if beaten in the show ring , if of 
the rig ht spirit, a stimulus to ex cel 


has been created, which will lead him 
to improv e and ex cel.

a general complaint in this regard. 
One woman stated that out of a doz­ 
en egg^ bought, five of them were so 
far gone that she is confident they 
would have hatched before night had 
they not been placed in the ice box. 
However, there is some consolation 
in the fact that potatoes are cheaper 
this y ear than they have 
been 
for 
many y ears. They now sell at $ 1 per 
bushel, whereas last y ear at this time 
$ 1.25 a bushel was asked.

OSAKA SUFFERS AN 
IRREPARABLE LOSS 


Japanese 
City 
Practically 


Destroyed By Fire. 


Osaka, Japan, Au g . 2.—As a resu lt 
of Satu rday ’s disastrou s fire, thou ­ 
sands of persons are homeless and 
hu ng er is staring many of them in the 
face. A sy stem of relief has b een or­ 
g anized b y the mu nicipal au thorities, 
b u t it is inadequ ate to su pply all needs. 
Ou tside cities and towns are g ener­ 
ou sly sending In contrib u tions to b e 
u sed in allev iating the su ffering s of 
the homeless and destitu te. The nu m­ 
b er of casu alties has not y et b een de­ 
termined, b u t hu ndreds of inju red per­ 
sons are crowding the hospitals. 
The latest estimates are that 20,000 
b u ilding s were destroy ed, these inclu d­ 
ing b anks, the stock ex chang e, the mu ­ 
seu m, g ov ernment edifices and facto­ 
ries. While at present it is impossib le 
accu rately to state the losses, these 
are g iv en rou g hly at sev eral million 
y en. It is feared that some of the in­ 
su rance companies will fail as a re­ 
su lt of the heav y losses they will hav e 
to pay . 
The conflag ration lasted more than 
twenty -fiv e hou rs, and today the b u rn­ 
ed section presents a deplorab le sig ht. 
The streets of the city are v ery nar­ 
row and the hou ses were mostly of 
wood constru ction. 
Under a strong 
b reeze, therefore, the b u ilding s were 
easy prey for the flames which ju mped 
from one to another with g reat rapid­ 
ity . Once hope was almost ab andoned 
that the conflag ration cou ld b e arrest­ 
ed. 
The firemen 
fou g ht v aliantly 
ag ainst the odds of lack of water and 
hig h wind, and many of them fell u n­ 
consciou s while working b rav ely at 
their posts. Had not the water su pply 
b een cu rtailed b y the ex isting drou th 
it is b eliev ed the fire wou ld hav e b een 
qu enched withou t g reat damag e. 
Du ring the fire the g reatest confu ­ 
sion prev ailed among the spinning 
g irls in the factory qu arter, b u t fortu ­ 
nately no seriou s loss of life occu rred 
there. 
The b elong ing s of the people who 
were ab le to sav e any thing from their 
b u rning homes are piled in g reat heaps 
along the railroad tracks from Osaka 
to Kob e, where they were remov ed 
when the fire b roke ou t. 
An area of ov er fou r miles squ are, 
containing some of the city ’s hand­ 
somest stru ctu res, Inclu ding the Bu d­ 
dhist temple, the larg est in the world, 
was entirely b u rned ov er b efore the 
fire was b rou g ht u nder control. 
The 
stock ex chang e, which was one of the 
most important In this cou ntry , was 
destroy ed. 
This loss, it Is b eliev ed, 
j will tend considerab ly to dislocate the 
b u siness of Osaka, which, with Its 
manu factu ring concerns, is one of the 
chief commercial cities of Japan. 
The emperor is deeply concerned 
ov er the disaster, and it is b eliev ed he 
will make a g enerou s donation to the 
relief fu nd, and that his action will b e 
qu ickly followed b y g ifts from charita­ 
b le people and institu tions.

2.—The g ov ernment 
annou nces that despite the attitu de of 
the popu lace of Catalonia and the de­ 
sertions from the army in northern 
Spain, the response of the recru its and 
reserv ists to the call to the colors in 
other prov inces, like Arag on and An­ 
dalu sia, w'as u nanimou s. 
The minis­ 
ter of war has prohib ited the depart­ 
u re from Spain of all persons su b ject 
to military du ty u nder the penalty of 
b eing considered deserters. The g ov ­ 
ernment has also placed a b an on the 
sale of foreig n papers containing ac­ 
cou nts of recent ev ents in Catalonia 
and Morocco. 
Despite the official an­ 
nou ncement that order has b een re­ 
stored in Catalonia, renewed measu res 
hav e b een taken to prev ent an ou t­ 
b reak elsewhere, especially In the Bil- 
b oa reg ion, where the Socialists and 
adv anced Repu b licans are org anizing . 
The g arrisens at Bu rg os, Vittoria and 
San Seb asian are b eing held in readi­ 
ness to act qu ickly and energ etically . 


The Official View of It. 
Paris. Au g . 2.—The Marqu is del 
Mu ni, Spanish amb assador to France, 
declared that he had most reassu ring 
news from Catalonia and Melilla. He 
insisted that only 200 men had b een 
killed and 500 wou nded in the fig hting 
in Morocco and that the reb ellion in 
Catalonia has b een completely mas­ 
tered. The amb assador said that nei­ 
ther the Carlists nor the Separatists 
were inv olv ed in the mov ement in Cat­ 
alonia, as it was impossib le to con­ 
ceiv e that they wou ld leag u e them­ 
selv es with anarchists to b u rn con­ 
v ents, assassinate monks and sack 
chu rches.
